I just got back from France. It was my loth wedding anniversary so I 
chose a week in Paris. My wife went to Barcelona. 

And like any vacation to another country it opened me up to the 
unique beauty of another culture while giving me a renewed apprecia- 
tion for all I cherish about home. 

My word, are you bored yet? Let’s focus on the negative instead. 

Because what international travel really does better than anything 
else is make you see all the things that we and the place we’ve visited 
get horribly, laughably wrong.

Truly a sad sight* 

Ex-residents mourn demolition of final Cabrini-Green high-rise

There was a time when a visitor couldn’t 
just nonchalantly walk into the Cabrini- 
Green housing development. Anyone who 
wanted to pay a call to the high-rise public 
housing building had to get past “security” 
“Gangs were running the stairwells, do- 
ing drug transactions,” said Derek Murray 
40, of Oak Park. ‘And they would stop you 
and ask, ‘Who you here to see?’ %u had to 
know somebody to get in.” 

Amid the constant wheezing of a swing- 
ing crane wielding a star-shaped wrecking 
ball, several spectators gathered Wednes- 
day morning to watch crews tear down the 
last of the Cabrini-Green high-rises. 

The building was the last high-rise 
standing at the infamous public-housing 
complex on the Near North Side. Demoli- 
tion started March 23 at the buildings that 
once housed 15,000 people. 

As chunks of concrete tumbled to the 
ground, former residents looked on, la- 
menting the loss of the communities that 


had prevailed within those walls, despite 
the violence, drugs and gang activity that 
plagued the buildings, inside and out. 

“It represented unity and togetherness,” 
said Murray who used to visit friends in the 
building. “Everybody knew everybody” 

Chenise, who declined to give her last 
name, said she lived in one of the buildings, 
already demolished, in the late 1970s as a 
teenager. 

“Some people probably felt it was a bad 
environment. But for others, it was home,” 
she said. ‘And for some people, that was all 
they had.” 

Then she was struck by a happier mem- 
ory 

“I’m going to miss all the good barbecu- 
ing on the porch,” she said, laughing. “On 
holidays, you could just smell the barbe- 
cue from all around. Everyone, neighbors, 
would come together.” 

It is that neighborly feeling that Deonte 
Marsh misses. 

“It was a city inside a city That’s what 


we called it,” the 25-year-old said. “There 
were drug dealers, gangbangers, but it was 
mostly a family Generations of families 
grew up here.” 

Marsh lived his whole life at Cabrini- 
Green with his mother and two siblings 
until the bitter end, when they were forced 
to leave. 

Lifelong friends who used to be a few 
doors away now are scattered all over the 
city and he can’t even identify the neigh- 
borhood he’s since moved to. 

“I could just slide to their houses any- 
time, eat, chill, no problem,” he said. “I 
can’t make no new friends in my new 
neighborhood because it’s all about gangs. 
I’ve never been into gangs. I don’t have it 
in me.” 

After watching the demolition for sev- 
eral minutes, just as he’d watched the other 
buildings get torn down. Marsh got in his 
car to drive away down Division Street and 
shook his head. 

“This is truly a sad sight.”

Two Chicago universities issued statements 
Wednesday after they were informed that 
school email addresses could be used to 
access a local no-strings-attached hookup 
website. 

DePaul University and Loyola Univer- 
sity issued the statements after a post at 
eduhookups.com announced that registra- 
tion would be available to users with email 
addresses from the two institutions start- 
ing Thursday 

“DePaul University strongly recom- 
mends that its students avoid the poten- 
tially dangerous and anonymous situations 
that this new website facilitates,” the uni- 
versity said. 

Loyola University Chicago “does not 
endorse or condone the site,” it said in 
a statement. “We trust our students to 
hold themselves to the highest standard 
of personal integrity and behavior. Loyola 
students are expected to adhere to the Uni- 
versity’s code of conduct and all University 
policies.” 

The site, which promotes itself as 
a space for college students to arrange 
sexual encounters, launched in Lebruary 
as UChicago Hookups but this month 
changed its address to eduhookups.com. 
Initially available only to users with Uni- 
versity of Chicago email addresses, the site 
since has expanded to allow users from Co- 
lumbia College Chicago and Northwestern 
University 

Registered users can use the site to set 
up sexual encounters and search and re- 
spond to postings in the categories of “ca- 
suals,” “serious” and “platonic.” 

According to a post on the site, creators 
in April plan to open registration to Wash- 
ington University in St. Louis, Yale Univer- 
sity and Brown University

A growing target on CT A

The robber had to time it just right. 

Snatch the iPhone as the train pulled up 
to the platform and the doors opened, cre- 
ating a quick getaway 

It’s among the most common crimes on 
the CTA, with the exploding popularity of 
smartphones that command high prices on 
the black market. 

But this time, in a deadly turn, the fleeing 
robber hit Sally Katona-King, 68, who was 
walking up the stairs to the platform at the 
Fullerton Avenue “E’ station, knocking her 
down the steps. She died from the fall the 
next day. 

Chicago police detectives Wednesday 
continued to scour the area around the 
Lincoln Park train stop— a hub for three 
CTA train lines frequented by hordes of 
riders— for more witnesses to the incident 
and possible surveillance video images of 
the robber. 

Smartphones can be an easy and lucrative 
target for thieves, as commuters often are 
distracted by listening to music or checking 
email or the Web. 

Some smartphones with a contract that 
sell for less than $ioo in stores can be sold 
on the street for $200 because they’re acti- 
vated, said John Graeber, commander of the 
Chicago Police Department’s public trans- 
portation section. 

Thefts of iPhones and other small elec- 
tronic devices have become prevalent on 
the CTA, Graeber said.

Ding! Your garbage is ready

With smartphones that can start your car and 
deposit a check into your bank account, it was 
only a matter of time before a trash can could 
send an email when it’s ready to be emptied. 

The “smart cans”— called BigBelly— are 
solar-powered trash cans that have dotted 
Chicago streets since 2007 and are starting 
to pop up in the suburbs and throughout Illi- 
nois. The machines— about the size of a library 
book deposit bin— compact the trash, making 
room for flve times more garbage and reducing 
the number of trips that trucks must make to 
empty the cans. 

“It’s a happy mix of technology, waste collec- 


tion and environmentalism,” said Bill Plunkett, 
spokesman for Waste Management Inc., which 
distributes the BigBelly cans. 

Last week. Waste Management officials 
made a pitch to local officials in Will County, 
touting the benefits of not having trash flying 
around after concerts in the park, and no more 
trips to empty cans that are not even full. 

“I just couldn’t believe the thing emails you 
and tells you it’s full,” said Marian Gibson, vil- 
lage administrator for south suburban Manhat- 
tan. “I was like, ‘Wow, there is so much technol- 
ogy:’” 

This month Chicago ordered 400 BigBelly 
cans, which cost between $4,000 and $5,000.

Three days earlier, a 20-year-old man 
was fatally shot in the 4100 block of West 
Potomac Avenue, according to officials. 

In Greater Grand Crossing, a 38-year- 
old man was shot to death Saturday in 
the 7500 block of South Calumet Avenue, 
police said. 

A 21-year-old man was fatally shot in 
the 1000 block of East 75th Street three 
days earlier, according to officials. 

In 2011, Austin and Greater Grand 
Crossing each have recorded five homi- 
cides, the same number Humboldt Park 
and Woodlawn have logged, according to 
RedEye data. 

Citywide, on Monday, a fatal shooting 
was recorded in Hermosa and a fatal 
assault was recorded in Lincoln Park, 
according to officials. 

So far March has seen 21 homicides. 
Thirty-one homicides were recorded 
in March 2010, RedEye determined.

Google looking 
to 1-up Facebook 


NEW YORK Facebook has the “Like” button. 
Now Google has the “+i” button. 

In Google’s latest attempt to become relevant 
in the social networking space, the search giant on 
Wednesday unveiled a tool that allows people to share 
helpful search links with their friends. 

The +i button soon will appear next to links on 
Google’s search results page. By clicking the button, 
users will be able to recommend links to their list of 
Gmail chat buddies and those in their Gmail “My 
Contacts” group. The button will work both with 
search links and advertisements on the results page. 

In a blog post introducing the feature, Google 
declared that the +i button is “digital shorthand for 
‘this is pretty cool.’ ” It’s meant to help guide friends 
through search results, allowing them to see what 
people they know think is most useful. It adds a hu- 
man element to Google’s automated search algo- 
rithm. 

As an example, Google said that if you’re looking 
for a new pasta recipe, search results could be popu-

Where Fullerton Meets Grandl £2 
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MMA training packs a punch— without the danger

Brian Obiala is realistic about his chances of stepping into a cage and fighting 
Brock Lesner or Randy Couture in a professional mixed martial arts bout. 

“No, I don’t think Fm going to actually get in a real fight anytime soon,” said 
Obiala, a sales manager for Coca-Cola. 

Yet the 27-year-old Roscoe Village resident laces up boxing gloves four or five 
times a week at Emerald Smoke, an MMA-style gym that opened earlier this year 
in the West Loop, to learn and practice kickboxing and jujitsu techniques. 


A combination of boredom with the typi- 
cal health club scene and the rising popularity 
of pro MMA leagues such as UFC and Strike- 
force has created one of the latest trends in 
fitness— the MMA-style workout. 

Katalin Ogren, owner of West Loop-based 
POW! Mixed Martial Arts and Boxing, said 
she’s seen a 5,000 percent increase in MMA’s 
fan base since she opened the gym in 2001. 
But the people who actually want to be pro 
fighters? 

“Only like a i to 5 percent increase, maybe,” 
Ogren said. 

So for Obiala and other MMA-loving Chi- 
cagoans, enrolling in mixed martial arts class- 
es isn’t a rehearsal for kicking someone’s ass, 
but an engaging way to get back into shape. 

“It’s not like the typical gym experience 
where you’re walking on a treadmill and 
staring at a television, or messing with free 
weights,” said Obiala, who said he lost 10 
pounds in his first two weeks of MMA train- 
ing. “It’s physical, and it’s more athletic. 
You’re actually tossing people around and 
throwing punches.” 

But not too physical. The idea, according to 
Emerald Smoke president Collin Williams, is 
to offer an “ordinary Joe” MMA-style work- 
outs without the possibility of getting a black 
eye. 

“We have a cage here, but we don’t hold 


fights here,” Williams said. “This is a place 
for guys and girls who are interested in 
the sport and see it on TV and say, ‘Hey, 
that looks like fun,’ but they aren’t really 
into getting kicked in the head or getting 
punched and are probably never going to be 
pro fighters.” 

Instead, gym-goers at POW! and Emerald 
Smoke participate in high-intensity 45-min- 
ute classes in individual martial arts. Most 
people, Ogren said, double up on classes— 
taking both a class that involves striking (kick- 
boxing or Muay Thai boxing for example) and 
one that involves grappling and ground work 
(Brazilian jujitsu). That’s because modern 
MMA fighters are expected to master judo 
throws and holds, hand work and footwork 
for boxing, and defenses against a variety of 
martial arts. 

Some courses are more focused on learn- 
ing specific fighting techniques, others more 
on physical condition, but all of them in- 
volve some kind of contact with mitts, bags 
or even the bodies of a trainer or fellow class- 
mates. 

“It’s not like Tae-Bo, where you’re just 
punching air,” said Susan Shen, 36, a graphic 
designer who has been a POW! member for 
nine years. “That’s just pure cardio where ev- 
eryone’s hopping around for 45 minutes. This 
is hitting stuff, which I like because it feels 



like a stress release after work.” 

And unlike some workouts she used to do 
at other health clubs, Shen said she likes that 
her MMA training gives her a full-body work- 
out. 

‘A lot of people think it might be a lot of 
upper body but there’s a lot of legwork in- 
volved,” Shen said. “The boxing develops your 
strength and power and muscle mass, but 
something like jujitsu gives you a more lean 
muscle.” 

Though MMA courses are more about 
losing weight than losing teeth in a fight, 
Williams said he doesn’t expect a totally 
mainstream clientele yet. He expects about 
60 percent of the gym’s members will be for- 
mer high school or college jocks looking for a 
challenging outlet that a conventional fitness 
center can’t provide. He predicts the other 


40 percent will be those who have little back- 
ground or knowledge about MMA but are cu- 
rious about the sport. 

That description fits Jill Ruiz. 

Ruiz, 31, of North Park, was bored with her 
workout routine and intrigued with the idea 
of MMA training. 

“I’ve never been the type to go to the gym 
and say ‘This is fun.’ This is something I don’t 
dread, so I was looking for something differ- 
ent,” said Ruiz, who signed up for the basic 
MMA I fundamentals class at Emerald Smoke 
last month. 

Ruiz said she’s noticed a huge difference in 
her body in a short time. 

“I’m working muscles I’d never worked be- 
fore,” Ruiz said. “I just came back from a ski- 
ing trip, and I noticed that my legs were stron- 
ger on the slopes than they were last year.” 
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Workout is a knockout

Just because you’re not having to 
dodge uppercuts from Chuck Lid- 
dell doesn’t mean that 
getting an MMA-style 
workout is easy 

I nearly collapsed 
into an exhausted, 
sweaty mess after a little 
more than an hour in 
the hands of two of Em- 
erald Smoke trainers — 

Tomas Grinkevicius and 
Mike Bodziach. 

Now, I’m admittedly 
no world-class athlete. 

My fitness is probably 
closer to Kenny Rogers 
than Kenny Florian’s, 
but I run, bike and play 
basketball on a semi- 
regular basis. Still, I was not prepared 
for the intensity of the workout. 

After a short warm-up, I walked onto 
the mat with Bodziach, a boxing/Thai 
boxing expert with ALMA fight experi- 
ence. Bodziach taught me a couple of 
basic punch combinations along with 
one that included a sharp knee thrust. 
(“Just in case someone puts their head 
down in a fight,” he said.) I nodded 
intently as if I were fully expecting 
someone to bull charge me sometime 
later that night at the Jewel checkout 
line or something. 

Throwing punches looks easy on 


TV, but after a few minutes repeatedly 
pounding the training pads Bodziach 
wore on his hands, my arms and 
knuckles began to feel like Jell-O. 

For the second half of 
my workout, Grinkevi- 
cius, a jujitsu pro, put 
me in a karate outfit (the 
“Gi”) and started me out 
with some condition- 
ing work. I was told to 
complete a circuit- 
push-ups on a medicine 
ball, lunges, swinging a 
I o -pound weight over 
my head, and jumping 
over a pad— in about 
four minutes. 

After I begged out of 
the second circuit, my 
teacher demonstrated 
a grappling move that 
would allow me to pin someone to the 
ground and have them beg for mercy if 
they tried to wildly throw a punch at my 
face. After multiple awkward attempts 
at body-slamming Emerald Smoke 
president Collin Williams to the mat, I 
began to finally get the hang of it. A few 
stretches later, I was done with my first 
official ALMA workout. 

My verdict? MMAis definitely not 
for the weak of heart, but it does feel 
like a complete workout. I exercised 
muscles I didn’t even know I had and 
some of them are still screaming at me.

Tomas Grinkevicius, a trainer at Em- 
erald Smoke who teaches grappling and 
jujitsu, called MMA a “lifestyle.” 

“It’s not just working out and do- 
ing repetitive things. Here it’s like 
you’re learning something every time 
and you’re reaching for something,” 
Grinkevicius said. “In the meantime, 
you get more flexible, you get more pow- 
er, and your self-esteem goes up.” 

But it may not be for everyone, Wil- 
liams said. 

“When you open a place like this, 
you’re going to have wannabe tough 
guys come in thinking they can come in 
and just beat people up. They sometimes 
have to learn the hard way that they 
don’t know much.”

Bridge 
Bar 

315 N. LaSalle St.’ 
(inside Fulton’s 
on the River),

When I heard that Fulton’s on the River had 
turned one of its bars into a “cocktail kitch- 
en,” my ears perked up. Who isn’t looking 
for a fresh spot for an after-work drink? And 
since Pops for Champagne turned its base- 
ment into craft cocktail parlor Watershed 
last year summer with success, I can see why 
Fulton’s could see the potential of edging into 
the cocktail scene. Bridge Bar (look for subtle nods to 
the architecture of the LaSalle Street Bridge in the light- 
ing and the draperies above the tables) is still getting its 
legs, but I dropped by on a recent Friday to see how things 
were going.

Not a fan

Don’t feel 
awkward ... 

... when you walk into 
315 N. LaSalle St. It may 
look like a deserted res- 
taurant with a few strag- 
glers at the bar, but you 
have, in fact, made it to 
Bridge Bar. I had to ask 
the hostess if I’d walked 
into the right spot. The 
bar is, essentially, one 
of the bars on the main 
level of Fulton’s on the 
River, but with a separate 
menu and hours. 


It’s a spot 
best visited ... 

... just as work is letting out. 
It may be in River North, 
but Bridge Bar feels like a 
downtown spot that peaks 
around 7 and quickly loses 
its crowd as after-work 
drinkers begin to wan- 
der home. A friend and I 
dropped by around 
9:30 on a Friday night (early 
by weekend standards) and 
were startled by an 
11:30 p.m. last call. 


If you’re looking 
for a show with 
dinner ... 

... opt to sit on a stool near the bar’s front 
corner, which has been converted into a 
tiny, open-air cooking station for many 
of the dishes on the menu of snacks and 
sandwiches. A chef stands at the ready 
to take and cook your order (includ- 
ing shucking some oysters fresh off the 
ice behind the bar). Only looking for a 
cocktail? Don’t worry, the bartenders can 
reach you there too. 


It’s tempting to say 
they’re trying too hard ... 

... with the cocktail menu. From what I can tell, “cock- 
tail kitchen,” means the cocktails are food-inspired 
and here that inspiration seems to be heavily drawn 
from one area: meat. Savory cocktails aren’t ex- 
actly new, but I was intrigued by ingredients such 
as house-made beef jerky-infused vodka. But the 
taste? My friend put it best when he described the 
bullshot ($10), made with jerky-infused vodka, beef 
bouillon, lemon juice. Tabasco and Worcestershire, 
as “one part meal, two parts liquid beef injection,” 
which translates roughly into “drinking a bag of wet 
jerky.” No, really, there’s a jerky garnish. Be prepared 
for some college road-trip flashbacks. 


Thankfully, 
if you don’t 
like jerky ... 

... the remaining cock- 
tails are clean, balanced 
and suitably priced. The 
Professor & Ginger ($11) 
stood out as something I’d 
order again (especially in 
the summer) with its kicky 
mix of Hendrick’s gin, gin- 
ger syrup, lime, mint and 
ginger ale.

In “Source Code,” Jake Gyllenhaal’s character 
goes back in time repeatedly to relive the same 
eight minutes in hopes of preventing a bombing. 

The makers of the thriller, opening Friday, were 
under pressure to avoid the traps of a “Ground- 
hog Day” setup. It didn’t bother Gyllenhaal. 

“No,” he said, “it attracted me. It attracted me 
because it was an opportunity to play a character 
who was experiencing things at the same time as 
the audience is experiencing things. So, in away, I 
could be asking the same questions the audience 
would be asking, just as I was asking them.” 

The Oscar-nominated actor (“Brokeback 
Mountain”) said that the most critical— and 
most frequent— command he got from director 
Duncan Jones was “make it weirder.” 

“We knew beforehand that the only way this 
was going to be engaging and intriguing and fun 
to watch was through variation,” Gyllenhaal said. 
“How Dxxncan staged a scene, how I responded, 
how I gathered information, how much I was 
aware of what was going, and how much I wasn’t 
aware. So it felt like a real tightrope walk for me. 
And as soon as I stopped thinking about all those 
cliched responses you might expect from an actor 
in a thriller, as soon as it became a real psychologi- 
cal exploration, it became fascinating to me.” 

Gyllenhaal has become one of the more re- 
spected Hollywood actors of his generation, 
largely through roles that seem, if not anti-Hol- 
lywood, then certainly unconventional. “Broke- 
back” came with built-in risks. “Donnie Darko” 
may have made his career, but it’s a strange entity 

nonetheless.

Take a chance with 
darker Dunkelweizen

On a hot summer day is there anything bet- 
ter than a hefeweizen, the cloudy unfiltered 
south German wheat beer with distinct notes 
of banana and clove? 

Few beers are more refreshing, which is 
why the golden beer topped with meringue- 
like foam is ubiquitous in the summer. 

Despite its popularity, the style’s cold 
-weather cousin, dunkelweizen, remains rela- 
tively anonymous. 

Dunkelweizen, indigenous to southern 
Germany is a darker version of a hefeweizen 
,thanks to the darker malts used in brewing. 
Though the beer’s dark brown color may 
scare off some, it shouldn’t, because the roast- 
ed malt lends the beer complex notes that, at 
times, bring to mind the sweet and rich fla- 
vors of banana bread. 

The beer’s low profile may be due to the 
fact that few American craft brewers attempt 
the style. That’s because it’s an intricate beer 
that requires a degree of nuance, says Jona- 
than Cutler, brewer at Piece Brewery & Piz- 
zeria in Wicker Park, which has brewed the 
Great American Beer Festival award-winning 
dunkelweizen, Dark-n- Curvy, since 2003. 

“It’s a complex beer to brew because you’ve 
got all those great banana, clove and spice es- 
ters from the hefeweizen, but you also have a 
malt character to it,” he said. “That interplay 
is hard to achieve. It can’t be too dark and 
malty because that would block the wheat 
characteristics to the beer. If you lighten it too 
much, it doesn’t have enough malt character. 
Getting the right balance requires finesse.” 

However, done right, the beer’s malty notes 
make it ideal for chilly spring days. 

“Dunkelweizen has a little more malt, a lit- 
tle more flavor than a hefeweizen, but it’s a re- 
ally understandable beer,” Cutler said. “Once 
people try it, they immediately take to it.”
